Gen. Drum say*: "We are going to return 
the flags to all the states north and south 
and I am now having full llata made of all 
tho s e trophies in puMession of the depart- 
ment Iq a short time we (hall have the 
whole collection so n-ssortod and repaired, 
that we shall be ready to forward to every 
state in the Union whatever flags belonging 
to Stat* volunteers fell into the hands of the

Glen. Drum, when asked if the president

Among those nearest to him it is 
Well known but never mentioned except in 
whipers that ho has several times suflPeiod 
from that most frightful of all species of in- 
sanity, delirium tremens, and, the narrator 
alleges, his cruelty to those who were so un- 
fortunate as to come nnder bis hand upon 
those occasions would have apjiealed to the 
flner sensibilities of the King of Dahomey 
and cause<l that flendish monarch to shed 
tears of coiu<.iassion.
